ELIAS FIGUEROA, one of 
Chile’s most famous 
players has, at 32, just 
signed a new two yoar 
contract — for 100,000 
dollars — with newly 
crowned first division 
champions Palestino. 


When he returned to Chile 
from Brazilan club Palmeiras at 
the end of the 1975 season, the 
critics said it was because he was 
finished, but in his first season 
back they had to eat their words 
and name him best player in his 
Position — central defender and 
sweeper — and it is still that 
way...because defenders of such 
quality are hard to find these days. 

Figueroa, born near the port 
city of Valparaiso, in 1947, start- 
ed to play with Valparaiso Wan- 
derers in league football and was 
picked for the Chilean junior team 


at 17. At 20 he was already a star 
in the Chilean full international 
side when Penatol (Uruguay) 
bought him to play alongside such 
players as Matosas, Rocha, 
Abadie and goalkeeper Mazurkle- 
wicz in one of their great teams 
which won Uruguayan titles, 
reached the Libertadores Cup final 
and went on frequent, successful 
tours all over the world. In 1971 
he was transferred to one of Bra- 
zil's leading clubs, International 
de Porto Alegre, because their 
outstanding player and captain 
and won the Brazilian national 
championship with them in 1975. 

Even while abroad, Figueroa 
had been a permanent fixture in 
the Chilean national team since 
1966. 

Among the honours he treasurt- 
es most is that of having been 
nominsted best player of South 
America three years running 
(1974-76) by a popular poll.

Sydney City fielded an uncha- 
nged side, but introduced Lloyd 
Hardes as a substitute for Hilton 
Sitva in the second half. Hardes 
had bean bought from Newcastle 
KB United in a secret deal mid- 
week, 

Play was extremely tight until 
the first goal, with no-one given 
room to play the ball. The ex- 
ception was Watson who was 
allowed by Turner to make space 
on the half line. Twice he collect- 
ed long crossfield balls from Ste- 
venson and Terry Smith, then 
ran at the past Turner, who was 
left floundering. 

Alun Evans threatened the goal 
when he raced onto an unwise 
back-header by Eddie Thomson.

In front of a crowd of 18,367, a 
new Philips Soccer League 
record, Newcastle KB United re- 
tained the lead of the competition 
by defeating Sydney Olympic 2-0 
in a hard fought game. 


The size of the crowd sent the 
Statisticians seaching through the 
record books. and it was dis- 
covered that it was the second 


. biggest soccer attendance in the 


Newcastle area. 


The biggest crowd was 
recorded in 1955 when 18,517 
spectators crammed the New- 
castie Sports Ground to see 
Australia play the touring 
Austrian Rapids. 


In a match that probably did 
not reach great technical heights. 
mainly due to the no nonsense 
approach adopted by both sides, 
Newcastle managed to secure the 
two points by making better use 
of their opportunities. 


The local team spurred on by 
the vocal partisan crowd, started 
off in sparkling fashion which had 
the Olympic defence in trouble on 
two occasions. However Graham 
Hays could not turn the chances 
into goals. 


Olympic composed themselves 
quickly and in the 14th minute 
almost opened the scoring. 


Bill Palmer sent Derek Laing 
away on the right wing. His 
curving cross was palmed down 
into the path of Dave Mcintosh 
by Phil Dando who managed to 
recover and smother the shot 
from the tall Olympic defender- 
cum-striker. 


From then on it became quite 
evident that the respective 
defences were well on top of the 
opposing forward lines, but 
chances were still created by both 
sides. 


In the 35th minute, from a cor- 
ner by Alex Jarnieson Paimer hit 
a fierce drive through the crowded 
penalty erea.

Marconi dismantied Footscray 
JUST with pure class to collect its 
second goalscoring bonus point 
this season, leaving the Mal- 
bourne team facing an uphill task 
to stay in the race for honors.

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Prahran Slavia’s brilliant defender John Yzendoorn is in danger of 
missing an express train to stardom. 
The unfortunate aspect for the 23 year old Englishman is that there’s very little he can do about 


it. 

The time is ripe for Yzen- 
doorn and his Slavia team 
mate Jamie Paton, who is in 
exactly the same situation, to 
make the most of their op- 
portunities and cement their 
futures in the Australian 
soccer scene. 

But both players could find 
their careers falling short of 
expectations if they miss that 
train. 

Consider Yzendoorn’s situ- 
in form at 
present, and received high 
praise for his performances in 
the Ampo! and Dockerty Cup 
games which preceeded the 
Victorian State League 
championship. 

Secondly, his reputation 
was boosted with a clasy dis- 
play against Polish touring 
team Wisla Krakow in a game 
for Victoria. and has grown 
with subsequent games for 
the State team. 

Thirdly, national coach 
Rudi Gutendorf has said 
Yzendooam will almost ce- 
rtainly be included in his Aus- 
tralian squad. 

The factor working 
against Yzendoorn and 
Paton is that they play in 
the State League. Without 
regular exposure in the 
Philips League, the two 
Slavia men will be playing 
@ poorer standard of 
soccer than other players 
in the running for the 
national team. Yzendoorn 
may be included in Rudi’s 
original squad, but in the 
fong run, not playing in the 
national league could be a 
big hindrance. 

The train to stardom would 
be a transfer to a Philips 
League club. But it’s unlikely 
either Paton or Yzendoorn 
will be able to get such a 
move until the end of this 
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season. By then they could be 
out of the limelight, and the 
train would be long gone. 

Paton and Yzendoorm have 
both have had transfer re- 
quests refused by Slavia. The 
Prahran club isn't obligated to 
grant the players’ requests 
because both are under con- 
tract. Who can blame Slavia 
for its action? No club likes to 
lose its best players. 

Yzendoom and Paton have 
contracts which run until De- 
cember 1979. — 

“A lot of people make 
Slavia out to be a’ bad club,” 
said John, “but they've been 
pretty good to me. | haven't 
got anything against the club, 
and want to leave only to im- 
prove myself. The only way ta 
do that is to play in the Phil- 
lips League. 

“Jamie has said he wants 
to play with Heidelberg, or at 
least join a Melbourne PSL 
club. I'd be prepared to move 
interstate if it meant playing 
in the national league, but ob- 
viously staying in Melbourne 
would suit me better.” 

The similarities between 
Paton and Yzendoom are 
great. Besides both playing 
for Slavia and Victoria, they 
are both in their second year 
in Australia, both are single 
and both have a great respect 
for Victorian Director of 
Coaching Len McKendry. 

Paton says he owes his 
success to McKendry, and 
Yzendoorn doesn't differ from 
that line 

‘Len has improved me 
100% as a player,” said 
John. ‘‘He's the best 
coach I've ever had. 

“| first worked under Len 
when he took the Slavia 
players for a_ preliminary 
coaching badge course. Even 
though that was based 
around coaching methods, | 
was still able to take out 
things that related to my ga- 
me.” 

Yzendoorn received the full 
measure of McKendry’s ex- 
perience at Victorian State 
team sessions. 

“Len showed me_ small 
things about my game which 
| had never previously 
thought about,” said Yzen- 
doorn. “After working under 
Len for a while, | realised I'd 
never really been coached 


“Many people believe 
sweeper, the position | play, 
is an easy one. But if you are 
going to do the job correctly, 
it’s very hard. 

“Len pointed out some of 
the things | must do as a 
sweeper in a team. One was 
making sure the midfielders 
were brought back into the 
right places to cover. Another 
was to make sure the full 
backs were always given sup- 
port, to make sure our 
defence had two on one on 
the touchline. Many goals 
result from crosses, so full 
backs must be given good 
cover. 

“There were a few other 
things Len showed me. For 
instance, a player should 
always look up before receiv- 
ing the ball, rather than re- 
ceive the ball and then look. 

“And when | pass the ball 
to a full back, | was instructed 
not to leave him on his own.” 

Since McKendry took the 
Slavia players for their prelim- 
inary coaching badge, Yzen- 
doom has done two more 
coaching courses with Len. 
John now has his senior 
badge. 

‘it's funny really,"’ said 
John, ‘‘because when I 
was playing in England I 
never thought about 
coaching or taking 
courses. But now | believe 
it’s essential.’ 

John Yzendoom was born 
in Leeds on September 17, 
1955. , 

He played his early soccer 
in Lincoin, and represented 
Lincoln Schoolboys at under 
15 level, 

In 1972 he was spotted by 
Bob Selby, who had links 
with Preston North End, play- 
ing for Newton Boys’ Club. 

Selby, whose son Colin 
played for Ringwood City in 
1978 before transferring to 
Adelaide, was a friend of 
Peter Doherty, who in turn 
knew Alan Ball senior, then 
the manager of Preston. 

Through this link, John was 
signed as an apprentice with 
Preston as a 16 year old. For 
Yzendoorn, this fulfilled a 
childhood dream. 

“‘l had my heart set on 
joining a league club,”” he 
said. “Since | was seven 
that was my ambition.”"

“It was the first time | had 
played football abroad,” he 
said. “It was good experience, 
especially when top clubs 
Glasgow Rangers, Leeds Utd, 
FC Bruges and Go Ahead 
Eagles sent their youth teams 
along.” 

During his apprenticeship, 
John played in the youth and 
reserve teams at Preston. He 
mainly played in midfield, but 
was used also at full back and 
sweeper. 

The lengendary Bobby 
Charlton took over as man- 
ager of Preston in 1973. Un- 
fortunately, Preston was rele- 
gated from the Second Divi- 
son during his first season. 

lt was during Chariton’s 
reign that Yzendoorn was 
signed as a _ professional, 
which was a big relief to him 
at the time. 

“Uniess an apprentice is 
excellent,”’ he said, “it’s 
not definite the club will 
take him on as pro. | was 
nervous about getting 
signed, because Preston 
had a big playing staff at 
the time.”’ 

John was 18 when he 
signed as a professional, and 
made his debut in the first 
team the same year. 

He played as a substitute 
against Colchester at Preston, 
and had his one and only full 
game against Bradford at 
Bradford. 

Despite Bobby Charlton's 
magical career as a player, 
John discovered him to be 
unsuited to coaching- 

“He found it,bard to 
communicate with the 
players," said John. 
‘There was no doubt he 
had incredible ability, but 
he couldn’t teach others.” 

Yzendoorn had only one 
season as a professional 
before Preston slashed its 
playing staff. 

“There were 25 full time 
players,” said John, “and 10 
or 12 were released in the 
summer of 1974. It was an 
economic decision by the 
club.” 

Stuart Baxter, the South 
Melbourne centre back, was

On the loss of com- 
petition points for play- 
ing Tony Turner before 
he was properly regis- 
tered, Mr Papasavas 
said: **| think we will win 
the appeal.”
